REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF STREETS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The following report of the work on the various streets, is submit- 
ted for the year ending December 31, 1944: 


STREETS 


The streets, in the spring, were in good condition. The usual 
scraping was done on all secondary roads both in the Spring and again 
in the Fall, and are now in condition to go through the Winter. 


About the same amount of tar and oil was applied as of last year. 
Tar was applied on the following streets under Chapter 81: Center, 
Paine, Winter, Orchard, Arthur, Lake, Central Blvd., Wrentham Depot, 
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Maple, Blackstone, Pearl, Farm, California Avenue, and Nason Streets. 
Paine, Winter, Orchard, Arthur, and California Avenue was new con- 
struction. Brush has been cut on nearly all streets in town. 


CHAPTER 90 MAINTENANCE 


Work under the above chapter was completed on the following 
streets: Pulaski Blvd., South Main, North Main, and Hartford Avenue. 


BRIDGES AND RAILINGS 


Considerable attention will be required this year on the above. 
The railings, particularly, on the bridges are in bad condition. This 
in a way was due to a small appropriation and the shortage of labor. 
The bridge on Maple Street needs to be re-planked, or a cement slab. 
We should appropriate at least $300 for this work, due to the high cost 
of material. 


SNOW REMOVAL 


During the Winter of 1944, there was very little snow, but plenty 
of ice on the various streets. We tried, by sanding, to help traffic as ~ 
much as possible. 


EQUIPMENT 


The equipment, considering the age, particularly the trucks, are in 
fair condition. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
1. The town roller be put in condition. 
2. The drainage on Westminster Street receive attention. 


3. Drainage on Farm Street, at a certain point, namely from 
Granite Street to the residence of Albert Ober, be installed to elimi- 
nate a very bad condition on the hill. ' 


4. Continue to tar at least two or three streets leading from West- 
minster Street each year. 


5. Continue with mixed-in place work on North and South Main 
Streets under Chapter 90 Maintenance. 


6. Recommend that the sum of $1,000 be appropriated for main- 
tenance work. 


7. Construct the cut-off, so called, eliminating the sharp curve 
at Scott’s. This work to be done in conjunction with State and County 
funds. Town’s portion of the cost estimated about $3,000. Some work 
has already started on the curve by erecting cement posts, and delinea 
tors placed about 20’ apart. Also a large warning sign. 
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POST WAR WORK 


I have filed with the Emergency Public Works Commission of the 
Commonwealth, a Works Program, consisting of Highways, Bridges, 
Drainage, Public Buildings, Recreation, Sewer, and Water. Having in 
mind the construction of Paine Street, two new bridges on Wrentham 
Street, drainage at the South End of the town, and the extension of the 
water system, and secondary roads. 


CONCLUSION 


In conclusion, my good wishes are extended to the members of 
your board; to Mr. Henry Rowe, the department engineer, and the men 
who have worked faithfully on the highway this past year.

I have inspected the dairy barns with the assistance of the State 
Inspector, H. T. Stowell, and find that while there seems to be a 
scarcity of bedding, conditions were generally satisfactory.

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REPORT OF THE BELLINGHAM CIVILIAN DEFENSE COMMITTEE 


The members of the Civilian Defense Committee in the Town of 
Bellingham were only called out a few times during 1944. As only one 
state-wide blackout and mobilization was called by the State Emer- 
gency Committee, the local organization, although still intact, did 
not hold any meetings. 


During the hurricane scare which was only slightly felt in this 
town, the Civilian Defense Corps was alerted, to be ready if needed. 
A group of firemen under the direction of Wasyl Kornicki remained 
on duty for several hours, aiding and moving several stalled cars 
to less dangerous spots. 


The Civilian Defense fire equipment which was loaned to the 
town by the Federal Government was placed in operation during 
the summer months when it was badly needed at several bad forest 
fires. The committee recommends that this department should be 
furnished with a truck large enough to pull the trailer pump, which 
is part of the equipment. 


The Honor Roll which is located in the three sections of town, list- 
ing the names of the boys from Bellingham, is almost complete. The 
remaining names will be added as soon as they arrive from the manu- 
facturer. 


The following letter was received by the secretary, and it is hereby 
placed on record by the Civilian Defense Committee as a tribute to 
each and every citizen who contributed their services in any way.

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Wasyl Kornicki was appointed Chief of the Fire Department 
and under his supervision the cost of forest and domestic fires was 
kept to the minimum. Due to the labor situation, a hardship was 
created in fighting fires. Many of the forest fires fought could have 
been avoided if the public would cooperate and avoid lighting fires in 
dry weather. Town funds as well as valuable timber lands could 
be saved with this cooperation. 


Police Chief Euclide Fleuette has kept the town in very good 
lawful order, having an efficient police force. This department had 
three deputy chiefs, one in each section of the town. 


The Board of Health received complaints on 42 cases. Each 
case was investigated. Recommendations were made and followed. 
Conditions were found very much improved to the satisfaction of 
all. The two lagoons located at the state line which had been a source 
of very disagreeable odors, were permanently eliminated. The 
Board of Health appointed Dr. Harold Schenker as Board of Health 
doctor. 


The Board of Selecttnen recommended repairs to doors and locks 
at the South Community Building. Due to war conditions, materials 
for these repairs were not available, and thus these repairs were not 
finished. | m 


The North Community Building Was repaired to some degree. 
Some repairs are recommended to the inside of this building so that 
one large room would be available for assembly. 


The Town Hall was repaired to some degree. New doors and 
some screens were installed. The overhang of the cellar was re- 
paired and doors installed. Repairs were made to the heating plant. 


All Soldiers’ Relief cases, applied for, were investigated and taken 
care of. 


The Selectmen recommend that all departments keep their requests 
down to a minimum. 


All registered voters are requested to take interest in the Annual 
‘Town Meeting and attend said meeting. This meeting sets the tax 
rate, therefore it is to the advantage of all to attend this meeting and 
express opinions. 
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The Board of Selectmen wish to express their thanks to the various 
departments of the Town for their cooperation during the year.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PUBLIC WELFARE 


Division of Aid to Dependent Children 


During the year of 1944, the Bellingham Bureau of Aid to De- 
pendent Children aided a maximum of 6 cases with 9 children involved. 
The expenditure per case remained very nearly the same level as dur- 
ing 1943, however the monthly average caseload was at a lower level 
than in 1943. This resulted in a decrease in the total expenditures for 
the Department during the year. However the ratio between State 
and Federal Reimbursements and the Town’s share of the expenditures 
was seriously disturbed because of the fact that the shrinkage in 
monthly caseload was among the cases that had a relatively high re- 
imbursement amount of the total spent per case, and also by the fact 
that one case was particularly expensive during the year. These 
two factors caused a higher cost net to the town during the year and 
a correspondingly lower Federal and State Reimbursement figure. 
This factor can be readily explained as follows: ah 


Federal Reimbursement one-half of first $18.00 per case for first 
child, and one-half of $12.00 for each other child. 


The State Reimbursement is one-third of total expenditure per 
case.

Thus it can be readily seen that the higher the amount paid 
over the Federal reimbursement figure the greater the relative cost 
to the town. This factor explains the failure of the Town share to 
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decrease in proportion to the decrease in the total expenditures for 
the Department. 


In the coming year it is anticipated that the cost for the Depart- 
ment will increase somewhat during 1945, in view of the fact that the 
highest caseload of the year of 1944 was in the last two months. In 
addition it is expected that the Board will have at least one more case 
during the year. There is also a possibility of the acquiring of cases 
out of World War 2. Thus it is necessary to have a reserve available 
to meet these cases if they should arise. If there should be any sur- 
plus in this account it can be carried over into the next year, and 
there will not be a need for spending as much in that period.

REPORT OF THE BUREAU OF OLD AGE ASSISTANCE 


During the year of 1944 the Bellingham Bureau of Old Age As- 
sistance aided 107 cases, and this figure represents a drop of 10 cases 
as compared with the previous year’s total. One would naturally infer 
from this statement that the costs of the Department should have de- 
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‘creased somewhat from the prior year, but the contrary is true, and 
the Bellingham Bureau was faced with the highest total expenditure 
for the Department on record. The following is the explanation for 


this increase: 


1) Though the total number of cases aided was less than in the 
prior year the average monthly caseload did not decrease in the same 
proportion because the cases were taken care of at a higher number of 
months per case than in the prior year. In other words each case 
averaged a longer time on the rolls, than in the prior year. 


2) The compulsory Budget on Old Age Assistance was in operation 
for a full 12 months instead of 4 months as in the prior year, and this 
resulted in a sharp increase in the amounts paid cases per month, an 
increase which more than offset the children’s contributions. 


3) The Bureau had more rest home cases than in the prior year, 
and the average rate per case for this type of care increased during the 
year. . 


4) Hospitalizations were somewhat in excess of the prior year. 


5) Medical care, medicine and similar care was in excess of the 
prior year. 


6) The Federal participation in aid rendered decreased in ratio 
of dollars spent, as a result of the increased amount of aid rendered. 
The Federal.Government participates in the first $40.00 paid each case. 
Between 40 and 50 cases each month exceeded the $40.00 per month, 
and this figure is the highest over a full year that the Bureau has faced. 
‘The Federal Reimbursements can be spent by the Department as 
soon as received, and this enables the Department to run on a smaller 
amount'of funds than would be otherwise possible. If, however, the 
number of cases in excess of $40.00 increases or the cost per case of this 
group increases during the year then the proportion of Federal Reim- 
bursement per dollar decreases, and the Town must have more funds 
available to meet State and Town share of the costs of payroll. This 
factor was a very important cause of the increase during. 1944.

The Bellingham Bureau of Old Age Assistance finds it extremely 
difficult to predict the future course of Old Age Assistance payments. 
At present before the Legislature there are the following measures. 
which will very seriously effect the Old Age Assistance Appropria- 
tions if they are passed: 


1) A very sharp increase in the minimum amount of grant 
on Old Age. 


2) The elimination of children’s contribution, and hat 
liability for support of parents. ’ 


3) Elimination of Citizenship requirement for Old Age As- 
sistance. 


4) Elimination of Settlement laws. 
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If any of the above measures are passed, the appropriation figures 
that the Bellingham Bureau have advanced are bound to be consid- 
erably in error, and a very sharp increase in Old Age reeset es ex- 
penditures can be expected. 


Effective March 1, 1945, there was a budget change which will 
result in an increase in expenditures of about $180.00 per month at 
the start and possibly $2,400.00 per year. 


The Bellingham Bureau is requesting the same amount as it had 
last year, namely $30,000.00, but it wishes to express doubt that it will 
carry it through the coming year. In closing the Bureau feels that 
only with exceptional good fortune in 1945, can it hope to bring about 
a decrease in the Old Age expenditures. 


DEPARTMENT OF TEMPORARY AID OR WELFARE 


During the year 1944 the Bellingham Board of Welfare aided 
through the regular channels 32 cases with 55 persons involved. The 
total expenditures for the Department were $12,485.26. Out of this sum 
the Department spent $313.50 for case in Medway and $330.00 for case 
in Peabody. As a result for cases which are situated in Bellingham 
the Board paid $11,841.76. This figure compares very favorably with 
that of $13,700.00 spent on the same group of cases in Bellingham. 
This leaves the Bellingham Department in very favorable circum- 
stances as compared with prior years, because the only known un- 
paid bill is one due another town for $60.00 and this is in dispute. A 
breakdown of the actual costs of the department are as follows:

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The total expenditures for the Town would be much lower if we 
did not have so many non-citizens on the Welfare rolls. Most of our 
cases on Welfare would be able to receive Old Age Assistance if they 
were citizens, and this would result in a very sharp decrease in the 
Welfare expenditures. Until this change occurs the Bellingham costs 
are bound to be higher than the average of most towns in this area. 
In spite of the above condition it is hoped that the cost of the De- 
partment will be lower than in 1944. The Bellingham Board is opti- 
mistic on this decrease, but as in past circumstances may develop 
which will prevent the same.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts 
of the town of Bellingham for the period from September 13, 1942, 
the date of the previous audit, to May 7, 1944, and submit the follow- 
ing report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as shown on the books and records of 
the several departments receiving or disbursing money for the town 
or committing bills for collection, were examined and checked with 
the available records of the town accountant and with the records 
of the town treasurer. 


The books and accounts in the town accountant’s office were ex- 
amined and checked. It was found that the town accountant’s ledger 
accounts for the years 1942 and 1943 were not in balance, and detailed

checking with numerous correcting entries was required to balance the 
ledger. The recorded receipts were compared with the treasurer’s books 
and with the records in the several departments collecting money for 
the town or committing bills for collection. The recorded payments 
were checked with the treasury warrants and with the disburse- 
ments as shown by the treasurer’s books. The appropriations, transfers, 
and loans authorized were checked with the town clerk’s records of fi- 
nancial votes passed by the town meetings. There were not written au- 
thorizations or votes on file showing transfers by the finance commit- 
tee from the reserve fund appropriated under authority of Section 6, 
Chapter 40, General Laws. 


The necessary ledger adjustments resulting from the audit were 
made, a trial balance, proving the accounts as adjusted to be in bal- 
ance, was taken off, and a balance sheet, showing the financial condi- 
tion of the town on May 7, 1944, was prepared and is appended to this 
report. 


The treasury warrants drawn by the town accountant, signed by 
the accountant and selectmen, and given to the treasurer as his au- 
thority to disburse town funds, were examined, checked, and listed. 
These warrants were found to have been carelessly prepared, with 
numerous changes and incorrect additions, the total amount of the war- 
rant being seldom written in the space provided therefor. 


The town clerk’s records of financial votes passed by town meet- 
ings were examined and it was noted that appropriations have been 
voted from available funds in the treasury without stating either an 
amount or the specific source from which the funds were to be taken. 
The town cannot delegate to the accountant or other officials authority 
to determine the amounts of appropriations and the sources from which 
they are to be taken; in voting appropriations from available funds, the 
town meeting must specify the amounts to be provided and the defi- 
nite source from which the appropriations are to be provided. 


It was also noted that appropriations were voted for unpaid bills 
of prior years, and that such bills were paid without complying with 
the provisions of Chapter 179, Acts of 1941, General Laws, which 
requires a four-fifths recorded vote at an annual town meeting and 
a nine-tenths vote at special town meeting. When an appropriation 
for old bills has been properly voted, payment may be made only 
after certificates have been filed with the selectmen stating under 
penalties of perjury that the goods, materials or services were ordered 
by an official or employe of the town and were delivered and apt 
received. 


In checking the paid vouchers and payrolls on file, it was noted 
that an expenditure of $2,151.87 was made in 1944, prior to the annual 
meeting, for heating part of the town barn by an extension of the town 
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hall heating system, no appropriated funds for such purpose having 
been available. 


It was also noted that in 1942, 1943, and 1944 the highway depart- 
ment payrolls for the first few months of each year were charged to the 
snow removal appropriation, the town having provided no general 
highway appropriation to cover the wages of these employees. If a per- 
manent force is to be employed, a general highway maintenance ap- 
propriation is necessary in order that payroll funds may be available 
during the period when Chapters.81 and 90 highway work is suspended. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The cash book additions were verified. The re- 
corded receipts were analyzed and compared with the available records 
in the several departments in which money was collected for the 
town and with the other sources from which money was paid into the 
town treasury. The payments were checked with the selectmen’s 
warrants authorizing the disbursement of town funds and with the 
accountant’s records as adjusted. 


The treasurer has neglected to reconcile his bank statement since 
the previous audit, and in order to reconcile the bank balance with 
the statements furnished by the banks of deposit, it was necessary 
to compare the cancelled checks with the treasury warrants for the 
entire period covered by the audit. 


As is evident from the appended table showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s cash, there were numerous errors and omissions in 
entering receipts, and errors in payments as recorded on the cash book. 


The adjusted cash balance on May 7, 1944, was verified by recon- 
ciliation of the bank balances with statements furnished by the banks 
of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The additional work required to balance the accountant’s ledger 
and to correct and reconcile the treasurer’s cash added materially to 
the cost of the audit. 


It is again recommended that the treasurer stop the irregular 
practice of depositing currency in his personal bank account, against 
which he later draws checks to transfer to the bank account, and that 
all cash receipts, as entered on the treasurer’s cash book, be deposited 
in the town bank account at regular intervals. 


The treasurer should reconcile his bank account at frequent inter- 
vals and at least monthly and should also record the bank balance 
in the cash register. 
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The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
proved with the amounts falling due during the period covered by the 
audit and were checked with the cancelled securities and coupons on 
file. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the ceme- 
tery funds in the custody of the town treasurer were examined and 
listed, the income being proved and the disbursements being verified. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the 
town were examined and checked. The amounts transferred from 
the several tax levies to the tax title account were verified. The 
tax titles and tax possessions on hand were listed and compared with 
the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The tax accounts outstanding at the date of the 
previous audit and all subsequent commitments were audited and 
compared with the assessors’ warrants for their collection. The recorded 
collections were checked with the payments to the treasurer as shown 
by the treasurer’s and the accountant’s books. The recorded abatements 
were compared with the assessors’ records of abatements granted, the 
taxes transferred to the tax title account were checked with the rec- 
ords of the tax titles held by the town, and the outstanding accounts 
were listed and proved to the town accountant’s ledger accounts as 
adjusted. 


Verification of the outstanding tax accounts was made by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
as Owing money to the town. In response to these notices a reply 
was received from one person who claimed that the taxes in question 
were paid and this was acknowledged by and charged to the tax col- 
lector. The other replies received indicate that the accounts, as listed, 
are correct. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined and 
checkéd. The collections on account of dog and sporting licenses were 
verified and checked with the payments to the town and State. The 
cash balance on May 7, 1944, was in the town clerk’s personal bank 
account. 


In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, the 
books and accounts of all other departments collecting money for the 
town or committing bills for collection were examined. The recorded 
collections were checked with the payments to the treasurer, and the 
cash on hand was verified. 
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The surety bonds of the officials required by law to furnish them: 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the balance sheet referred to, there are appended 
to this report tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s and the 
collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax title, departmental, and 
water accounts, as well as a table showing the condition and transac- 
tions of the cemetery trust fund. 


For the cooperation extended by the various town officials during 


the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Bellingham, Mass. 
January 20, 1945. 
To the School Committee of the Town of Bellingham: 
Gentlemen: . 


It gives me pleasure to submit for your consideration my second. 
annual report as Superintendent of Schools. 


The total school enrollment has shown a slight decrease over that. 
of a year ago. The decrease has been more prevalent in the elementary 
grades than in the High Schcol. In this respect, the enrollment seems 
to follow the general tendency in many towns and cities throughout: 
the state. The High School enrollment is practically the same as it was. 
last year. 


Very satisfactory progress has been made in the regular program. 
of studies throughout the year. The teaching of English is particularly 
stressed. In the lower grades, when new books and teaching materials: 
were needed in reading, the newest editions were purchased. The El- 
son-Gray Reading System, which we use, has proved extremely satis- 
factory. The pre-induction training courses for older High School boys 
have been continued. The penmanship of the pupils in the Bellingham. 
Schools is unusually good. For several years this has been under the- 
supervision of the Rinehart Functional Handwriting System of Cam- 
bridge, who conduct the writing instruction in many cities and towns. 
in Massachusetts. Realizing the value of courses of study in each sub- 
ject, the teachers are now working on an outline for English. We hope: 
to have it completed and in use by the end of the school year. The: 
State Department of Education has been working for several years on — 
courses for all subjects in the primary grades. When these are com- 
pleted and put into the hands of the teachers, all pupils in all schools. 
where they are used will be doing the same, or nearly the same, work.. 


There have been many changes in the teaching staff durzag the 
year 1944. These changes will be found in the School Directory under 
“List of Teachers.” With the exception of the High School, the same: 
Principals are in charge as last year. In March, Mr. Edward Collins,, 
Principal of the High School, entered the U. S. Army, and Mr. Harold. 
Granger of the High School faculty was made Principal. It will be 
noted from the “List of Teachers” that there were nineteen changes 
in a total teaching force of twenty-three. In several cases there have- 
been as many as three different teachers for the same class. Only nine 
teachers have been retained from the previous year. This frequent 
change of teachers is very undesirable. It takes time for any new 
teacher to get accustomed to school routine, to learn the habits, atti- 
tudes, and skills of pupils, their capacity to learn, and their rate of 
learning. It has been extremely difficult to get teachers due to higher 
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salaries paid elsewhere. Our present staff is doing excellent work. The 
teachers who are with us from last year are doing their usual efficient 
job, and all new teachers are working hard and getting very good re- 
. sults. We have been fortunate, indeed, to secure such a capable and 
conscientious group. ... .. «.- ates 0 ei ih 


In September and October, the pupils in the Bellingham Schools, 
together with the children in the twenty-nine other states where milk- 
weed pods grow, took part in the collection of the pods. These pods 
when dried and processed are made into life jackets for the armed 
forces of the United States. .The children in the schools collected a to- 
tal of Fifty-three bags (bushel) which were shipped to Government 
Officials. 


American Education Week was observed in all schools in Novem- 
ber. Special days were set aside for visiting by parents in each school, 
and many visits were made. One of the greatest benefits resulted from 
the many parent-teacher conferences which were held. All parents are 
cordially invited to visit the schools at any time. 


The pupils in all classrooms are regularly purchasing War Stamps 
and Bonds through the schools. Reports are obtained monthly from 
each building and sent to the Education Division of the War. Finance 
Committee. Children should be encouraged to buy all they can. It 
teaches thrift and saving and helps greatly in financing the War. 


The following table shows the amounts of War Stamps and Bonds 
purchased through the schools in 1944: 


High School $2,350.80 
South School 2,342.95 
North School 894.90 
Center School 594.95 

Total $6,183.60 


The outstanding repair work accomplished during 1944 has been 
the work on the South School. A bad bulge on one side of the build- 
ing has been eliminated. New sidewalls have been put on. Three new 
windows were installed in one classroom on the second floor, thereby 
increasing the efficiency of the lighting. The trimmings on the entire 
exterior of the building have been painted. New steps replace the old 
badly-worn ones, and work has been done on the gutters and water 
conductor pipes. At the present time the entire interior of the build- 
ing is being painted. This work is nearly completed. Work remains to 
be finished on a new roof and on the cement walks leading to the build- 
ing. There have been long delays in getting some materials, especially 
shingles, or the work would have been finished by early fall. First 
quality Johns-Manville siding was used on the sidewalls, and first quali- 
ty Johns-Manville shingles are being used on the roof. All of this 
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work puts the South School in excellent condition with the exception 
of the heating plant, which should be renewed with one central heat- 
ing system in place of the five separate units now in use. 


Town water has been connected in the High School. This should 
prove to be less expensive, as the cost of the water used should be con- 
siderably less than the cost of the electricity required to run the pump. 
A much better water pressure is being maintained. 


It has been necessary to do some plastering work in some of the 
rooms at the North School, and to repair or replace some basement 
windows and screens. 


At the present time, the High School roof is leaking. This is caus- 
ing damage to classrooms and the auditorium. The roof will have to 
be repaired at the earliest opportunity. Search for a bond which might 
take care of the cost of repairing has been unsuccessful. 


Many new shades should be purchased for the South School this 
year. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation for your help and your 
cooperation during the school year. For the valuable assistance of the 
Principals, Teachers and Parents I am very grateful.

REPORT OF THE HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Mr. Percy L. Rowe 
Superintendent of Schools 
Bellingham, Mass. 

Dear Mr. Rowe: 


The following is my first annual report as principal of Bellingham 
High School. 


The enrollment in the high school building as of October 1, 1944, 
was 164. This consisted of 28 seniors, 36 juniors, 35 sophomores, 44 
freshmen and 21 in grade eight. 


The program of studies remains approximately the same as last 
year except that some war training courses have been eliminated. 
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However, pre-induction training is given in conjunction with the reg- 
ular classroom work. For this purpose, the length of the recitation 
period has been lengthened. 


At the suggestion of First Service Command Headquarters the 
“Basic Field Manual” or “Soldiers Handbook” was distributed to all 
boys over 16 years of age to help them get ready for the anticipated 
change from civilian to military life. 


Club activities have been continued on a curtailed basis because 
of the number of students working in the afternoon and evening in 
the neighboring factories. A great many of our pupils work from four 
to nine hours daily in the defense plants. While this contributes great- 
ly to the war effort, it is not conducive to good study habits, therefore, 
their scholarship has been lowered by this outside employment. 


It is regrettable that so many of our former teachers found it nec- 
essary to resign their positions in Bellingham for better paying posi- 
tions elsewhere. This periodical change of teachers works to the dis- 
advantage of the pupils and town as a whole. 


The following changes in the teaching staff have been made: 
Miss Veronica Riley, Miss Marise DeRoma, Miss Bernice Rood, Mr. 
Walter Scanlon, and Mr. Henry Murphy all resigned in June, 1944. 
These teachers were replaced by Miss Mary Downey, Miss Louise Bal- 
lou, Miss Jeanne Mathieu, Miss Mary Addante, and Mr. Gregory Ro- 
cha. Since school opened in September Miss Frances Westart, our 
home economics teacher for two years, has resigned, and the services of 
Mr. Gregory Rocha were lost when he was inducted into the United 
States Navy. Our music supervisor, Mr. David Gellatly, also resigned, 
thus necessitating the elimination of the school orchestra. The glee 
clubs are now under the direction of Miss Mary Addante, the mathe- 
matics and science teacher. 


As in former years, the senior class under the direction of Miss 
Mary McCooey will again publish the “Epilogue.” 


Since the installation of Town water there has been a noticeable 
improvement in the functioning of the plumbing facilities. This also 
eliminates the possibility of no water supply in the event the electric 
current is shut off. 


We have resumed interscholastic athletics. For this purpose con- 
siderable work has been performed by the boys on the field in front 
of the school. We wish to thank all those who so generously donated 
trucks, tractors and other equipment that the youth of Bellingham 
might have a field of their own suitable for athletics. Much work re- 
mains to be done, but we hope to field a baseball team in the spring. 
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The basketball team has a schedule of seventeen games and already 
has won a large percentage of its games. The most successful season 
in history is expected. ' ) 

This re-introduction of competitive athletics has helped noticeably 
to create better scholarship among the athletes and to instill better 
school spirit and civic pride in the student body as a whole.
